Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-38 
are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or suggest an angioplasty catheter 
comprising in combination with other limitations of the claims, a support block fixedly 
attached to the inner tube and the support block including a plurality of longitudinal fins, 
wherein at least a portion of the support block extends distal of the distal end of an 
outer tube. 

Burns (5,476,477; 5,032,113 & 6,090,126) discloses a support block (16) 
including a plurality of longitudinal fins (fig. 10). However, Burns does not 
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disclose or suggest the support block extending distal of the distal end of the 
outer tube. 

Hamilton et al. (6,514,228) disclose a balloon catheter comprising an inner tube 
(104) with a plurality of longitudinal fins/folds. However, Hamilton et al. do not 
disclose a support block fixedly attached to the inner tube and the support block 
including a plurality of longitudinal fins.
